The First White nan in Airlca. 


Mr. Tboiripson, of tbe Mendi mission, thu 


apeaks of tbe sensation be produced, when 
first seem by the blacks : 


"Here, where they never saw a white man 


before, I am a great wonder to them. They 
tiave flocked from far and near for two months 
to see me. Some are afraid to shake my hand, 
but most come to tell me ' How do you do ?' 
They generally come with great diffidence 
and reverence, and some, and even chiefs, 
bave come and kneeled at my feet to shake 
my hand, as slaves und subjects approach to 
their masters and kings in this country. They 
all consider me some superior being. 
Wher- 


ever I go, into any town, I have to sit a long 
time for the crowd to gather and gaze at me, 
without being willing to leave me. If in the 
house, it is crowded ; if sitting down to write 
or read outside, they crowd round me, and 
stare and wonder ; if I walk in the town, they 
run before and after, shouting and makinw a 
great noise ; if eating, every motion is watch- 
ed, and many remarks made about my man- 
ner. 'Why see, he eats with a knife !' 'How 
little he takes !' Gentlemen in this country 
eat with their hands'. 'Why, look, that rice 
Is not near enough for one man, and he leaves 
half of it ! 
Proo-moie (white man) don't 


know how to eat,' and such like remakrs. — 
Thus in a large town, where I go for the first 
time, I get but little quietness except in the 
night, and then they generally keep up such 
a noise by drumming, singing and dancing 
till midnight, that sleep flies from me till I get 
so nervous I cannot sleep after their noise has 
ceased ; so that it is exceedingly wearing on 
me night and day. 


They consider me supernatural, and if none 


attempt to worship all fear me. In various 
places chiefs and others have called me a god! 
One chief said in the meeting of all their 
chiefs, called together to give me an answer 
whether they would leave the war — 'don't 
you know this man is a god ? Look at him ! 
We don't know where he came from — wheth- 
er he walked here, or dropped down from 
the clouds ? When he came, God came. 
What he says, God says, and what he says, 
we must do,' &c., £c. Another chief (on the 
other side of the war) heard I had written his 
name in a book, and was greatly terrified, 
saying, 'Oh, dear! what did you tell him to 
write my name in a book for — to make me die! 
Don't you know he is a god, and knows how 
long I shall live, and kill me wnen he pleas- 
et>?' At another time I was talking, and look- 
ed at my notes in blind pencil mark ; the same 
chief said, 'Don't you know he is a god ! See 
how he sees things where we can see nothing! 
I am afraid of him plenty. What he says is 
law and must be done, &c.' I give you these 
few expressions out of many continually oc- 
curring, to let you see how benighted a peo- 
ple must be when they can, for a moment, or 
from any consideration, look upon your poor, 
sickly, ignorant, unworthy George as a god ! 
Oh, how this fact speaks out volumes, and 
culls in thunder tones the churches to haste to 
superstition ! And then, too, a people so easy 
of access from the countries where the gospel 
shines! Just jump aboard of a vessel, and 
in a few short weeks the breath of God will 
waft many laborers here." 


A\it,ittoihe Mexican Cathedral. — A cor- 


respondent of the Washington Union, writing 
from the city Mexico, says; 
" One day last week I spent a whole morn- 


ing ^six hours) in examining the Cathedra! 
and its treasures. By special favor they show- 
ed us every thing ; among others, the custo- 
dian, in which the consecrated host is exposed 
on certain occasions. It cost $200,000, but 
is worth i$oOO,000 ; and you will not wonder 
at thi^ when I inform you that it is full four 
feet high, made, of solid gold, and studded 
with precious stones. The pedestal is a foot 
and a half square, inlaid with diamonds and 
rubies. At each corner is the golden figure 
of an angel, exquisitely carved. Around his 
waist and neck are strings of the finest pearls. 
His wjngs are inlaid or covered with diamonds, 
rubies and emeralds. In his right hand he 
holds sheaves of wheat, made of yellow to- 
paz ; iji his his left bunches of grapes made o( 
amethjsts. The shaft is also studded with 
diamonds and rubies. The upper part con- 
taining the host, is made to represent the sun 
and is t foot and a half in circumference ; the 
rays th>tt emanate on one side are made en- 
tirely of diamonds of the first water, begin- 
ning with some of large size, and gradually 
taperiii* off. The cross that surmounts the 
top is also on this side made of diamonds, and 
is supeib. On the other side, both the cross 
and tha rays are of the most beautiful em- 
aralds— perhaps larger than the diamonds.
